NAVY YARD FIRE, 


Flames Wipe Out a Million 


Dollars of Property. 


MODELS OF BATTLESHIPS BUSHED. 


According to Report* the Destruction of 


the Big Machine Shop Will Be • S«- 
rlons LOM to the KovernmeDt, and the 
I.OSH of Data Will Delay the Work 
Greatly. 


New York, Feb. 16.—Over ?1,000,000 


worth of government property was de- 
stroyed by fire, which started in the 
large machine shop of the Brooklyn 
navy yard known as machine shop No. 
28, and the workings of the navy yard 
have received a serious set back. 


Many fine models and patterns of 


battleships, their parts and plans, ha've 
been' destroyed and some of them can- 
not be obtained again except by going 
over the work mapped out in 'the 
beginning. 


A great number of the models were 


simply copies of plans, drawings and 
specifications now in the store rooms 
of the.department at Washington, and 
these can be replaced at any time. The 
steam engineering department of the 
Brooklyn yard is practically wiped out 
and the work done in that building 
will have to be thrown temporarily 
upon the department of 
yards and 


docks and that of construction • and 
repair. 


The fire was .discovered at 6:30 p.-fh. 


by the man on the watch of the battle- 
ship Massachysetts; He immediately 
notified: Ueu'tehant R. T, Mulligan; In 
charge of the watch, arid a call to fire 
quarters was made. The men of the 
Massachusetts scurried down to the 
,machine shop, about 300 yards away, 
and with the aid o£ a hose reel picked 
up in the yard, got a small stream 
playing on the fire. The building was 
about 100 feet'in width and 325 feet 
long. 
It was four stories in height 


and built of stone and brick. 


The wooden inside was thoroughly 


saturated with oil and the flames rap- 
idly gained headway.- It was seen that 
the Massachusetts men could do but 
little against the blaze and Colonel 
Huntin'gton, in command of the mar- 
ines, joined 5n the work. 


About this time an alarm was turn- 


ed in and all the engines in the neigh- 
borhood of the navy yard responded. 
The flames had then completely en- 
veloped-the great machine shop anil 
attention had to be paid to the foun- 
dry and other buildings. 


I'liftheil Through the 
Ice. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 16.—The powerful 


seagoing tug Eureka, the first vessel 
to force her way up the Delaware 
through the ice blockade, arrived here 
with 19 shipwrecked mariners, eight o£ 
whom had been taken from the barge 
Newport, which was cut through by 
the ice and sunk in the swash channel, 
and the others from the barge Gibson, 
which was driven ashore on the Dela- 
ware beach. The Eureka also picked 
up the crews of several abandoned 
oyster boats.

A pathetic incident which happened 


recently in this city shows that a strong 
will can souietinses do more in combat- 
ing drearl disease than all tho skill of 
the medical fraternity. An entire fam-

•with malignant pneumonia. The wife

her case was given np by tho doctors as 
teyond hope.

Ev- 
erything that medical science could do 
4ad been done for the wife without 
avail, and after consultation the phy- 
sicians decided to take a desperate risk 
and tell her of her husband's death, 
reasoning that the shock might kill her, 
but also might aronse her ebbing 
strength and assist in checking the 
coma which was already presaging dis- 
solution. 


Tbe experiment was tried, and when 


the devoted mother learned that her 
death would leave her children without 
* protector, her mother love aroused her 
last energies and she not only survived 
the great shock of her life partner's 
death, bnt she actually recovered.—

It is a very difficult problem to ascer- 


tain the numerical superiority of lyd- 


• 4ite ovel other explosives. It is certain- 


ly six times more powerful than nitro- 
glycerin, which in tnvn is at least eight 
times more powerful than tho name 
•weight of gunpowder. Further, all ex- 
perience shows that its effects are spread 
over a much greater area than in the 
ease of nitroglycerin or dynamite, 
which are intensely local' in their ac- 
tion. It has been frequently erroneous- 
ly stated that lyddite or melinite may 
"be used as n substitute for cordite or 
gunpowder in propelling a projectile. 
Such could not be the case, however, as 
She explosion takes place so rapidly 
that tho chamber of tho gun would be 
inevitably shattered. 


Probably one of the greatest advan- 


tages of lyddite is its absolute safety to 
handle, which we can realize when we 
secall its use in tho arts for over a. cen- 
tury without its powers being oven sus- 
jectecL In this respect, combined with 
its superlative destructive capacities, 
Jjddite approaches an ideal explosive 
fcr shells, and it is safe to predict that 
it -will play an extremely important 
part in the great military operations of 
the future.—Chambers' Journal.

Decorated With American Flag 


at Half-Mast. 


OBSEEVAROE 
OF ANNIVEBSABY. 


The Terrible Calamity Which Befell the 


Frond Battleship I« the Cans* of Spe- 
cial Exerciiei In Cuba aa Well .a* la 
tbe United States—Grave* of the Vic- 
tim* Kerne tube red. 
Havana, Feb. 
16.—The sun shone 


brightly for the first time in several 
daya whea the wreck of the United 
States battleship Maine, destroyed- iu 
Havana harbor on the evening o£ Feb. 
16, 1898, was decorated with a large 
American flag. At 9 a, m. the stars 
and stripes was hoisted at half-mast 
by Captain Eaton of the United States 
auxiliary cruiser Resolute, who, with 
Mrs. Rathbone of Hamilton, O., and 
Mrs. Dudley and 10 sailors of the Res- 
olute, rowed to the sunken battleship. 
The only others taking part were a 
battalion, with officers, of the First 
Maine heavy artillery. 


An immense rope of greens was fes- 


tooned ahout the fighting top, each 
loop hung with laurel wreaths four 
feet In diameter and tied with red, 
white 'and blue ribbons. The Cuban 
club of Havana had placed an artificial 
wreath on the boat crane, and this Cap- 
tain Eaton transferred to the peak of 
the gaff. 
. 


High mass was celebrated in memory 


of the Maine victims in the Merced 
church, at which Major General Lud- 
low and several of his staff were pres- 
ent 
The ceremony, which was very 


Impressive, was attended by Brigadier 
General George R. Ernst, represent- 
ing Major General Brooke; Commo- 
dore B. J. Cromwell, captain of the 
port, and other naval officers, the city 
council, the executive committee of 
the-Cuban assembly and other mem- 
bers of the assembly, the secretaries of 
the civil departments and many off! 
clals, together with representatives of 
the Havana fire brigade and other local 
organizations. 
Many women of the 


better classes were In the congregation, 
which crowded the edifice. 


During the afternoon the graves at 


Colon cemetery were decorated in the 
presence of American officials, military 
and naval details participating.

Then 
there was a serious disagreement as 
to whether or not money was due 
Speil'man".

Spellman claimed that there was 


due him a balance in salary amount- 
ing to 8233.33. Johnson, on.-the 
other hand,' said there was nothing 
coming to Spellman, and that he did 
not propose to pay him a cent. Spell- 
man then employed Hon. Ed. K. 
Walsh, and the latter filed a suit this 


• morning in 
'Squire

* court 


against Johnson.lor $280 and a few 
cents. 8233.33 of this is lor wages. 
The balance, 837.50, is for alleged 
damages 
sustained 
by Spellman 


through Johnson taking away from 
him the opera house program priv- 
ilege, which Spellman claims he was 
to have for the show season. This 
case 
will be heard before 'Squire 


Hall, to a jury, in a few clays. 


This is not all, however. It seems 


that tlje Dow license for Johnson's 
saloon is in Spellman's name. 
It 


amounts to 8175 for six months. 
Spellman yesterday went to the court 
house and notified the auditor that 
he was out of business. He demanded 
a rebate on his license and Auditor 
Tracy gave him a voucher on tue 
county treasurer for $92.72, the. bal- 
ance. Spellman presented 
this 
to 


Treasurer Tracy, but ^he declined to 
honor it. 
- 


The reason for Treasurer Tracy's 


action is that this Dow law license 
in the first place was paid by the 
Portsmouth Brewing and Ir.e com- 
pany. 
Johnson and Spellman signed 


an agreement to pay the company $5 
a week until the license was paid and 
to use only Portsmouth keg her, at *5 
.a keg. 
They also signed an agree- 


ment that if they quit business the 
balance of the Dow tax was to be 
paid tj the Portsmouth Brewing and 
Ice company. The latter flrm tele- 
phoned the treasurer not to pay 
Spellman, as the money, was right- 
fully due them. 


• Mr. Walsh, who is Spellman's at- 
torney, says this agreement cuts no 
figure. He claims the license is in 
SpeUmans' name and he is the only 
man recongized by the records, and 
the treasurer la bound to pay him the 
balance. 
Accordingly, 
Attorney 


Walsh, this afternoon, filed a peti- 
tion in common pleas court, praying 
for a writ nf mandamus, to compel 
Treasurer Tracy to pay the 892.72 
balance to Spellman. A hearing .will 
be given to this petition immediately.
